SAWYER IS NO MORE.. 



Former United StiitcV Senator from 
Wisconsin Kxidrcs. 

Former Senator Philetus Sawyer died 
Thursday morning nt Osbkosb, Wis. He, 
had been suffering 'from a complication of 
troubles. The Senator was tt^i* years old. 

Philetus Sawyer was borh: In 1810 In 
Rutland County,. Vermont, and he spent 
his boyhood on his father's; farm in 
Crown Point; N.- Y. Ills schooling con- 
sisted of a few terms. in n'dlstrictschoo), 
and at 17 he went to work-in the pineries 
of the Adirondacks as a woodsmuu .and 
sawmill hand. N 

In 13-11 he married Mnlvinn M. II fuller, 
and in 18-17, wltli $2,200 in his pocket, hi. 
went to Fond du Lac, Wis. ' Not fancy- 
ing his surroundings ho moved two years 
Inter 40'Algomu, which stood on the pres- 
ent site of OshUosli. He rented, a saw- 
mill that Ji ad not been paying expenses, 
operated it at a profit, and afterward 
purchased* the mill. Thenceforward be 
became a factor, in the -growth of upper 
"Wisconsin. 

Originally *a free-soiV Democrat, Mr. 
Sawyer joined the "Republican party. upon 
Its organization. His first political oIDcc' 
was alderman of the city, of Oshkash, 
In 1SD0 and 1800 he went to tbeAssein- 
bfy. - In 1803 and 18G4 he was Mayor 
of Osbkosh, and lu the latter year waa 
elected to Congress, serving .for ten con- 
secutive years. In 1881 he was elected 
to the United States Senate and re-elect- 
ed six years later.

Avnrieo Kulticd Their Hnuie lAte und 
... Killed Their Mother. 
' "There Bto'od on tho kitchen shelf In 
the old "farmhouse where I was born,", 
said a New York business man, In 'the 
Youth's Companion, "a stone wolf with 
a Blot In Its back. Into this slot weut 
the savings of the family, cent by cent 
Once a mouth my father unscrewed 
the wolf's back and took out the mon- 
ey. It all wont to buy -hind. to add. to 
our furm. He "had an. ambition to be 
ku own as u large land holder,* aiid 
everything was .sacrificed to that 

"The milk, the vegetables and the 
beef which the farm produced were 
Bold, and wo children were fed upon 
tho refuse. Wo grow up pale, weak 
and sickly, and the,money saved went 
luto the wolf's stomach. 

"My father, 'had a good income, but 
my mother did all the work without 
help, At 40 she was an old woman. 
Onee or twice she asked for a week's 
holiday or n : little trip to the ' city. 
"Father would "consent, nm? then ho 
would, convince her of the extrava- 
gance" of the plan. r She begged that we 
might be sent to 'college, but father 
talked so much about the expense that 
she dropped the matter, She used to 
iongTorn, magazine or boo!; to rend, 
for ay chance to hear music, for sonic 
cscnpo from the deadly barrenness of 
our life, but It was aevcr given to her. 
ThoTcost always had to be reckoned 
flrst, and the wolf got the money. 

"Tlio homo life,, which might have 
been wholesome^ and attrn ctl ve, whb 
hard, greedy and cruel. My mother 
died, worn out with working to feed 
that hungry wolf. By nnd by a' rail- 
road wris built which helped other parts 
of tho country, at the expense of our 
own neighborhood. Tho value of tho 
farm decreased, and father was left 
with a lot of worthless laud ou.hls 
hands. Wc had sacrificed nil that was 
best In life -for it and we got no re- 
tnrn." •' 

There are few American, families in 
which petty' iivarlco Is. a marked char- 
acteristic, but there are many in which 
thrift Is ml8d|reetcd,'and T what should 
be only a means is allowed to become 
nrioudi The frugality which looks to- 
ward a realization of iioblcr alms and 
the attainment of a broaderand richer 
life Is 'worth' every effort and self-sac- 
rifice, but , tho hoarding which starves 
body and soul merely to "add aerfrito 
aero, or to pile one useless dollar upon 
another, Is a pinnacle of. folly to which 
no creature but man has ever arisen. -
